Recovering the cost of Fire Service? 


In Committee of the Whole on 
Tuesday night, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council heard a 
proposal from the BWG Fire 
& Emergency Services that 
could generate some additional 
revenues for the department. 

Fire Chief Kevin Gallant 
proposed that the Town 
sign an agreement with Fire 
Marque Inc. Indemnification 
Technology Services to recoup 
the costs of fire response - from 
the insurance companies of the 
homeowners and businesses 
requiring fire services. 

Fire Marque Inc. would bill 
the insurers, and retain 30% 
of the revenues collected, as 
their part of the deal. The rest 
would be returned to the Fire 
Department, to be used for 
the purchase of equipment, 
provision of training, education 
or other programs. The 
agreement would be for a 
3-year term. 


But Council had some 
concerns. "Is there an effect on 
the residents’ insurance?” asked 
Councillor James Leduc. 

“They (Fire Marque) say it 
shouldn’t have an effect on 
property insurance,” responded 
Chief Gallant, "but don’t hold 
me to that” 

Councillor Del Crake objected 
to being asked to approve an 
agreement without having 
information from the Insurers. 
“All the information that has 
been conveyed to the Fire Chief 
has been conveyed by Marque,” 
Crake suggested. 

“This doesn’t give me warm 
and fuzzies,” agreed Councillor 
Raj Sandhu, asking about the 
potential impact on insurance 
rates. “They already paid their 
taxes. The last thing I want is 
charging something on top.” 

“We collect taxes to finance 
this fire department - then 
turning around and dinging 


these residents and their 
insurance companies?” 
Councillor Ron Simpson 
protested. 

Chief Gallant noted that 
his department already bills 
homeowners and businesses 
for “extraordinary” expenses, 
"where we have to go above and 
beyond” - if heavy equipment 
must be brought in to knock 
down a dangerous structure, 
for example, or where fire gear 
is contaminated and must be 
cleaned or replaced. 

He said he’d prefer to exclude 
such "capital cost” recoveries 
from the agreement with 
Fire Marque, and just use the 
company to bill for smaller- 
scale, standard incidents. “I 
don’t have the staff, and we 
don't have the experience to do 
that,” he said. Fire Marque Inc. 
would provide that service. 

Gallant said that he had 
contacted other Fire Chiefs, 


who have already signed 
agreements with the company. 
“They’re indicating it hasn’t 
been a lot of money.” 

"I think there’s an opportunity 
here,” said Leduc - but he asked 
for a deferral, and additional 
research. 

“There’s an opportunity here 
for revenue,” Mayor Doug White 
agreed, suggesting that the issue 
be referred back to the Town’s 
Fire & Emergency Committee 
to look at the proposal in 
greater detail and do more 
research, before coming back 
with a recommendation. The 
suggestion was approved, in a 

Councillor Simpson said he 
plans to run the Fire Marque 
proposal by his insurance 
companies.

Newmarket’s Rebel Heartland

Patriots, or traitors? 

Reformers, or rebels? 

How the the Rebellion of 1837 is 
perceived depends on where you 
stand, on the field of history. 

The Newmarket Historical Society 
presented Rebel Heartland 1837 - an 
encampment and re-enactment of 
the Rebellion led by William Lyon 
Mackenzie. 

Most of the focus this year is on the 
200th anniversary of the War of 1812, 
but it’s also the 175th anniversary 
of the Rebellion, in which a group 
of farmers, tradesmen, workers and 
reformers marched down Yonge St. 
to end the stranglehold of the Family 
Compact, a rich and privileged elite. 

The powers of the Family Compact 
rose after the War of 1812 - and 
ended following the Rebellion, 
which focused attention on a group 
that Lord Durham called “a petty 
corrupt insolent Tory clique.” 

The re-enactment took place at 
Fairy Lake Park in Newmarket, on 
September 29 - and had a full cast 
of historical characters, including 
British forces, led by Colonel David 
Bridgford and Lieutenant James

“set an example” once the rebellion 
was quashed.

National Forest Week at Scanlon 



A small group turned out for the 
National Forest Week guided hike at 
Scanlon Creek Conservation Area, 
on Sunday, September 30. Forester 
Paul Cottenden led the walk in the 
woods, pointing out the massive red 
oaks, the towering hemlock, aspen, 
white and red pine, bitternut hickory, 
white ash, a giant Black Cherry 
tree -and a number of endangered 
butternut trees, sadly all infected 
with butternut canker. 

Cottenden noted that the hot, dry 
summer has been "very stressful" for 
Ontario’s trees - and with the “funny” 
spring, it has also been a poor 


year for seed production. Between 
the hot dry weather, the spread of 
diseases like Beech bark disease and 
butternut canker, and invasive pests 
like the emerald ash borer, “It was a 
tough year on trees... Our trees are 
really struggling.” 

The trail led past one great tree 
that may have lost the struggle. It 
was a giant red oak, and the hikers 
discovered that a recent wind 
storm had toppled most of the tree, 
weakened by rot. A single large limb 
remained alive. 

“We had different arborists come 
in and try everything (to save it) 
because it is 
our biggest 
diameter red 
oak,” Cottenden 
said. “We may 
still try to save it,” 
he added - but 
even dead trees 
play a major 
role in forest 
life, providing 
shelter for birds, 
squirrels and 
raccoons.

Stronach became the Honorary 
chair of campaign. “I’m privileged 
and honoured that they came to 
me and said they wanted to call 
it Belinda's Place," she said - but 
was quick to credit the volunteers, 
the committee and all who have 
donated, for helping to make the 
shelter a reality. 

Guests sipped Prosecco 
champagne, and nibbled duck crepes 
and shrimp, catered by Edward Street 
Bistro, were entertained by singing 
sensation Christopher Dallo, and 
watched as models, dressed in outfits 
from Upper Canada Mall retailers, 
paraded down the runway. 

The inaugural Hope in Purple Heels 
gala raised $50,000. The goal for 2012 
was to raise $75,000 - and as the 


Mall's General Manager Robert Horst 
noted, “This is done through giving. 
Every single dollar of ticket sales went 
direct to Belinda’s Place Shelter.”
